Chicago. Nov. 30.—Endeavoring for 


bis mother's benefit to collect the re- 
wards offered In connection with mur- 
ders and robberies planned and exe- 
cuted by himself and his "pals," Peter 
Nledermyer spent Sunday In "winding 
up his business affairs," as he terms 
It. He hopes to secure for her $3,300. 


.His calm announcement that he had 


held up a gambling house In Wlnne- 
raucca. Nov., shooting the proprietor 
and getting away with about $7,000, 
•while amid the clang of. bells the 
•whole town was In uproarious pursuit, 
astounded the police, and the Inforraa 
tlon that two of his followers, each as 
desperate as any now In custody, are 
still, at large, caused them new anxl 
«ty. 


Tells of Crimes. 
> 


After gaining the assurance of Cap- 


tain niley of the Chicago & North- 


» western police that his mother would 


get tho $500 reward offered In con- 
nection with the hold-up of . the Cly- 
bourn Junction station and the wound-! 
Ing of George W. Lathrop, the ticket 
agent, and hinting that he knew more 
than he mentioned, he told of several 
crimes, the rewards for which foot up 
$3,300. 


"I want to know that my mother 


will be cared for after I am hanged," 
eald he. "I am guilty of crimes of 
which you know nothing" and 
for 


which innocent men are now suffer- 
ing. 
There aro rewards offered for 


my capture and conviction. 
If you 


will guarantee me that these rewards 
will go to mother, I will convict my- 
self. I will confess crimes that will 
startle you." 


Ho outlined the crimes he spoke 


ot In a way that only one who was 
concerned in them could do. But he 
refused to divulge the names of his 
partners In crime, pending proof that 
bis mother would get the reword. 


Stage Coach Robbery. 


By far the greater part of Nelder- 


myer's "estate," however, 
Is 
very 


much in "Spain," for the rewards of- 
fered require the arrest and convic- 
tion of the criminals. About 
nine 


months ago, he f a y s , ho and a des- 
perado still at liberty whom the po- 
lice fear, held up a \vcstcrn stago 
coach-near Butler, Nov.. taking tho 
strong box from the Wells-Fargo mes- 
senger. 


The representative of the express 


company refused to give the reward 
to Mrs. • Nlcdermyer, but tho bandit 
Btlll believes he may get It. He de- 
clares that an Innocent man is sus- 
pected of being his accomplice, and 
the police, fearing that the real high- 
wayman may come unknown to Chi- 
cago and endeavor to free Nlcdcr- 
inyer," would like to see the reward 
paid. Tho same situation exists re- 
garding the train hold-up at Edge- 
water. 


His Greatest Exploit. 


Nledermeycr's greatest exploit, ac 


cording to his story told' to 
Chief 


O'Neill. Assl-Xnnt Chief Schunttler, 
and Inspector I,avln was his single- 
handed capture of a gambling-house 
In Wlnnemncca, Nov., shortly after 
the Butler Job. 


Edging around.to'be as near the 


"bank" as possible, Nicdcrmyer drew 
Ills two automatic-revolvers, and, cov 
ering the roomful of armed men with 
one weapon, menaced the lookout with 
the othar, ordering him to descend. 
Scarcely had ho complied when the 
young bandit put away one gun and 
made n grab for n'satchel of money. 
The proprietor started to run for tho 
rear door at this, and Nlcdermyer hit 
him In the back of the head, the bul- 
let glancing. 
The man went down, 


hut rolled to an alarm box, and, turn- 
Ing a switch, set a great gong on the 
corner to ringing. 


Escapes With Money. 


In , the 
confusion 
Nlcdermyer 


reached the rear ^oor 
with 
the 


money; ran down n dark street to an 
alley: tore off his mask, and trans 
ler'red tho money, amounting, as he 
cays he found later, to about $7,000 
to his pockets; walked calmly among 
the excited Inhabitants of tho town 
making a pretense of joining In tho 
pursuit In order to get safely away 
A reward of $1,000 for the capture o 
the highwayman is said to have been

Special Agent W. niley of the Chi 


cago and Northwestern railway prom 
Iscd him that Mrs. Nlcdermyer shouh' 
be given the reward of $500 for the 
arrest and conviction of tho Clybourn

tailed the robbery to them and ex 
oneratcd Dolle of St. Louis, who Is 
now under indictment. 


Compliments Victim. 


JN'sbt^Ouerajor ..M. -E. Dougherty 


and TIcEef AgeTi't Georgo 'W. Lnthrop, 
the victims of the robbers at tho Cly- 
bourn station hold-up, were present 
during Ncldermyer's confession, going 
over with him In <letn|J the robbery 
and tho shooting. 


"Lathrop, you put up the gamest 


fight of nny man I ever met since I 
was In the business," said Nlcdermy- 
er. 


"Well, It's hard to own Up that 1 


was mistaken when I Identified the 
band of Dolle as the one which shot 
me," Lathrop returned. "But I know 
now for certain that Dollo was not 
Implicated and that you are tho man." 


After enacting tho entire robbery as 


a play before Chief O'Neill, Inspector 
Lavln and Assistant Chief Scheuttlor. 
Nledermyer. showing where ho stood 
and how lie shot and wrestled with 
Lathrop. Just as on the night of the 
robbery, Nledermyer nald to Special 
Agent Rlley: "Now, how about that 
$500? 
You've seen the 'show. Does 


mother get It?" 


Promise of Reward. 


"Well, I wont you to have It," said 
Rlloy, "but technically I don't nee how 
you can get It. The reward Is for the 
arrest and conviction. You didn't ar- 
rest yourself and I don't see how you 
can convict yourself." 


"You deceived me," Nledermyer be- 


gan, when Chief O'Neill Interrupted 
him. 


"Don't worry now,' Nlodermyer," 


said the chief. "You've had a prom- 
ise. No one will commit a breach of 
faith. 
Mr. Rlley, It's worth $500 to 


your company, this 
confession. 
It 


frees an innocent man under convic- 
tion. 
Nledermyer should be shown 


some consideration."

"Ho will be," said Rlley, as ho left 


the .station. 


"Here's another little stick-up I hap- 


pened to think of," said Nledermyer. 
Just before ho went to his cell. . "A 
fellow on Irving Park boulevard tried 
to beat me up one night a year ago. 
He said ho'd lick me. 
I put a gun 


In his face and took about $2 away 
from him, and his watch." 


Companion Kills Himself. 


Nledermyer detailed the Paducah 


(Ky.) hold-up perfectly, refusing to 
tell names, for the reason that none 
of the Illinois Central detectives were 
present. Ho offered 
to tell Special 


Agent O'Kcofe the entire storyof the 
daring robbery, and even show him 
the house In Kentucky where he hid 
after tho robbery. 


I stalllcd tho train alone," said 


Nledermyer. "Then I entered the bag' 
:agb car and threw out three sacks. 
3arnes grabbed one of them. I didn't 
;et any, as I was lucky in getting 
away with my life. They found Barnes 
n a swamp with his throat cut. He 
bad the razor In tho hand that he 
committed suicide with." 


"Before last May I spent three years

'does not, however, embody an econ- 
omic falacy, or rather an economic 
doctrine, in conflict with natural law. 
Socialism does. 
It Is 
fair to say 


that considering tho forces operating 
nowadays on the general mass of the 
population, the strength of unionism 
means weakness of ^oclaflsni, anJ 
vice versa. 
Believing, ' as wo do, 


that socialism embodies both politi- 
cal and economic 
bulwark 
In the 


body politic to day against

encroachmcntsi of socialism. 


Much can be said against the prac- 


tices of unionism and against some 
of Us doctrines. 
When all has been 


said, however, the fact remains that 
tho principle of organization and col- 
lective bargaining Is sound in Itself

have keen grafted upon it. 
Union- 


lam can be mended and made a pow- 
erful and beneflclent factor In our 
present civilization.

President noosevelt Is not a preach 


er and yet he occasionally 
speaks 


' from tho sacred desk. 
Ho recently 


attended} Abraham 
'.Lincoln's 
old 


church In Washington where he ut- 
tered these significant words: 


"No generation can claim as an 


excuse for failure tho fact that It is 
not guilty of the sins of the preced- 
ing generation. 
It was a surprise 


to me — I suppose it was a surprise 
to many of us — to realize that a 
hundred years ago, in tho 
days of 


the fathers, the lot of the poor deli- 
tor was so bard. 
It seems Incredi- 


ble to us now that there could have 
been such callousness to tho unde- 
served human 
suffering then. 
I 


hope sincerely that a century hence 
It will seem equally Incredible to tho 
American of that time 
that there 


should bo corruption and venality In 
public life. 


"We can divide, and must 
divide 


on party lines, 
as regards certain 


questions, we cannot afford to divide 
and I have a right to challenge the 
best effort of every American worthy 
of the 
name In putting down 
by 


every means In his power corruption 
In private life, and, above all, cor- 
ruption- In public life." 


Thus does the president Indicate 


that he regards "graft" 
as the dis- 


tinguishing evil of our 
times quite 


.as much as Imprisonment for debt 
was a hundred years ago, and In tnla 
language docs he proclaim the Issue
